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(57) Abstract: An ultrasonographic device 
includes: a probe brought into contact 
with a test body and transmitting/receiving 
an ultrasonic wave to/from the probe; 
means for receiving via the probe a 
reflection echo signal from the test body 
corresponding to the ultrasonic wave 
transmitted and constituting a tomogram; 
means for transmitting an ultrasonic wave 
while changing the pressure of the probe 
in contact with the test body, receiving 
via the probe a reflection echo signal 
from the test body corresponding to the 
ultrasonic wave transmitted so as to measure 
displacement of the biological tissue of the 
test body and obtain elasticity information, 
and constituting a color elasticity image 
from the elasticity information; means 
for synthesizing a semi-transparent image 
of the tomogram and the color elasticity 
image according to the image information 
of at least one of the tomogram and the 
color elasticity information; and means 
for selectively displaying the tomogram, 
the color elasticity image, and the 
semi-transparent synthesized image. Thus, 
it is possible to obtain accurate diagnosis on 
relationship between the biological tissue 
and its elasticity in the ultrasonograph. 
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
